5IAY IT PLEASE YOUR EXCELLENCY, 

1. We have the honour to submit, pursuant to statute, this jo & 41 vic., 
our Fifth Beport on the condition of the prisons and prisoners cap- 49 , sec. is' 
within our jurisdiction, and with respect to the registration of 
criminals, during the year ending March 31st, 1S83. 

I. — Local Prisons. 

2. In our last report we had occasion to describe in detail the 
nature of the various arrangements we had been called upon to 
make in carrjdng out the provisions of the Act for “The bettor 
Protection of Person aaid Property in Ireland.” 

This x\ct, which came into opei’ation on the 2nd March, 1881, 44Vic.,fap. i. 
having expired on the SOth September last, we were enabled at 
that date to restore to their normal condition the several prisous, 
twelve in number, which it had been found necessaiy to appro- 
priate, either wholly or partly, to the custody of tlio prisonei"s com- 
mitted under its provisions, as well as to discontinue the service.s 
of the large extra staff with which, as ah*cady explained, it had 
been found necessary to supplement the number of officers 
required to meet the ordinary exigencies of the service. 

3. We were enabled last year to announce tlie then ap]-)roaching jt^ryi-oru’ 
completion of the works which bad been for a considerable time rnysiiki Cuuvin 
ill progress at Maryborough for the conversiou, by convict labour, 

of a part of the local prison there into an “ invalid convict prison,” 
for the reception of such convicts as were found to be unfitted by 
reason of constitutional delicacy, or mental or physical infirmity 
to bear the restraints and more rigid discipline of ordinary prison 
life. 

We have on the present occasion the satisfaction of reporting, 
for yoiu* Excellency’s information, that this aiTangemcnt has been 
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since carried into practical effect, and -with, so far as onr present 
experience enables us to speak, the very best results in every way. 

We stated that the intended accommodation for this class was 
estimated for fifty, and the number at the present time found 
eligible for the purpose is, we may observe, forty-three, or seven 
less than the maximum number provided for. 

It has been found perfectly practicable, under the arrangements 
at Maryborough, to employ a large number of this class at certain 
descriptions of light, out-door daily labour, and this has been, 
we are glad to know, attended, besides other advantages, with the 
most beneficial effects as regards the health and general conduct 
of the convicts concerned. 

KMouiionof 4 . In Table XVIII. will be found the usual detail of the 
recoMtmcBon numerous works and repairs undertaken during the past year, 
nnd repair. &o., Under the supervision of our architect, in connexion with the 
several prisons. 

^o^ied These several works, though exceedingly valuable in themselves 

MdluJs'jic., "'ere none of them, taken singly, it will be observed, of a largo 
or comprehensive character, but it is proposed during the ensuing 
year to proceed in the erection of some very important addition.s 
and other structural works in connexion with the Convict Prison 
of Mountjoy, and also at the Local Prisons of Cork, Galwaj’’, and 
Tralee respectively, to each of which a party of convicts has been 
recently transferred from Spike Island Prison, with a view to 
this object, 

Drogi,ed« 6. In our Second Report, par. 19, we explained that the Local 

Pmon. Prison at Drogheda had been then converted by us, as a tentative 
measure, into an exclusively Female Prison, and in our Third 
Report, par. 12, we expressed the hope that, owing to the small 
number of female prisonere committed to it, we should soon be in 
a position to recommend its discontinuance. 

This purpose we have dui-ing the past year felt ourselves 
enabled to carry out, and accordingly Drogheda has been since 
the 30th December last added to the number of our “ Minor 
Prisons ” — ^that is of prisons having only the same status as 
“ Certified Bridewells ” — and to which only prisoners on remand 
or convicted prisoners whose sentences do not exceed a term of 
seven days, are committed. 

BriJewoils. 6, it the date of our last Report the number of Bridewells 
then remaining in existence, out of a total of 93 originally trans- 
feiTed to the Board, had been reduced to 34, and during the 
present year this has been further reduced to S3, oousec[uent on 
the closing of that of Baltinglass, county Wicldow. 

enabled in our last Report to refer to Table X. as 
' indicating a diminution in the number of prison puni.shments, as 

compared with the return for the previous year, and as affepting 
male and female prisoners both alike. 
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This year it wlU be observed with satisfaction that a still larger 
diminution is exhibited — the number for each of the last three 
years respectively being : —

The number of “ wholly illiterate ” prisoners, as shown in last 
year’s report, was 13,833, out of a total of 3S,9GS commitments, 
as against this year 12,377, out of 33,41i0 — and the number 
that received school instruction during the past year was 1,776, 
as against 1,870 for the year preceding. 



9. In refen-ing to par. 15 in our Third Report, and par. 19 in indnstAa 
our Report of la.st year, dealing with the subject of the various 
industries pursued in the different local prisons, and the par- 
ticulars of which will be found detailed as usual in Appendix A, 
we have the honour to here submit a comparative state- 
ment showing the actual profits realised during each of the 
years ended 31st March, 1883 and 1882 respectively, and from 
wliioh it will be seen that though, owing to special causes, some 
falling off is exhibited in this, as compared with the previous 
year’s return, the amount yielded is still very satisfactory, showing 
as it does the substantial net profit of £5,035 5s. 7d. on the 
operations of the year, viz ; —

11. In our Third Report, par. 17, we took occasion, as a matter 
for congratulation, to observe on the gr^ual decline whicn, eve prison, 
under adverse circumstances, the statistics indicated, in the year y 
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number of commitments to the Local Prisons, which we consi- 
dered might fairly be in a great measure attributed to the in- 
fluence of the stricter and more uniform system of penal discip- 
line to which the criminal classes were now, under existuig 
arrangements, everywhere subject to while undergohig imprison- 
ment. 

The following are the figures a.s to this for each of the last 
five years, viz. : —

From this return it will he seen that the commitments for last 
year- fall below those for the year immediately preceding it by 
5,054! — while, as compared with the first year of the series, viz., 
that of 1878-79, the reduction is stiU more striking, amounting 
to no less than 9,SBf, or considerably more than one-fifth of the 
total number of commitments for that year. 

Aijstricis. 12. Following up the practice pursued by us in our four 

previous reporte, we here submit three abstracts, the two first 
dealing with the numbers in custody at certain recurring dates 
in all the local prisons of Ireland from 1851 to 1883, and the third 
showing the number of commitments and the daily average 
number in custody during each year from 1 8.54 to 1883, viz.

Condition ami 19- To tho Appendix B, we beg to refer for the usual repoi'ts and - 
working of returns relating to the four Convict Prisons of Moimtjoy, male, 

1 riaons. Mountjoy, female. Spike Island, and Lusk, and which will be 

lomid to furnish very full information as to the condition and 
general working of each. 

January last, we regret to report, it 
a iu ,0 s and. duty to deal with a most unusual occurrence, and what, 

for a short time, threatened to prove a serious outbreak of insub- 
ordination and violence on the part of some of the convict pri- 
soners then undergoing sentence at Spike Island, 

The circumstances, however, having been promptly inquired 
into on the spot by Captain Barlow, who at once proceeded to 



* In addition to this number there were 345 convicts under detention in the 
county prisons, and several hundreds in Bermuda and Gibraltar, who were subse- 
quently discharged in Ireland.

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the Islancl.for that purposo, and the Board, acting on the results 
of Captain Barlow’s investigation, having awarded to the several 
principal offenders such punishment as the oircumstaiioos of each 
case appeared to call for, the spirit of disorder which had so un- 
expectedly manifested itself amongst them was speedily and 
effectually queUod, and has not been since followed by any 
attempt to revdvo it. 

21. In each of our throe last reports wo had occasion to urge, as island 
strongly as wo could, the importanee of discontinuing tins pidson, ™°”' 
the ontii'o unsuitability of wliichfor its purpose, in several essential 
particulars, had been long conceded upon all hands ; the difficulty 
experienced in dealing with the question being, in fact, confined 

to agreeing on a proper substitute for it elsewhere. 

Since tlie date of onr last report, however, this difficulty has, 
we .are most happ}!- to ,say, been solved by the “ interim report,” 
made on the loth February, by the Royal Commission recently 
^pointed by your Excellency to Inquire generally into the Irish 
Prison system. 

In conformity with their recommendation, we are now at length *“ 

in a poisition to report the total disuse of Spike Island for convict 
purposes, and the final surrender of it to the military authorities. 

22. The difficulties encountered by us in at once carrying out the piffituiiiei 
necessary arrangomouts have, however, been very formidable ; 

nor can we even now venture to think that they have been by 
any means as yet sunnonnted ; as it is obr-ious that, without any 
Public Works Prison at our command; continuous and suitable out- 
door employment for the lai'ge body of convicts now concentrated 
at Monntjoy will not be at all times easily insured by any 
arrangement open to us to adopt. 

Neithei', we would ohserve, in addition to the foregoing con- 
sideration, can we disguise from ourselves the further fact 
that the bringing together of so large a number of convicts on 
the limited .space available at Mountjoy, must be always at- 
tended with more or less risk of leading to combinations un- 
favourable to discipline on the part of the prisoners. 

TheRoyal Commission, however — recognizing, no doubt, thepara- 
mount importance of discontinuing Spike Island, at all hazard.s 
having strenuously urged that some means of even temporai'ily 
absorbing the convicts located there, should beat once devised by 
ms, we have, to the utmost of our power, endeavoured to second 
their wishes on this head, and we trust that for some time to 
come at least, the several arrangements made, if not in all respects 
everything that could be desired, will still sufficiently meet the 
more pressing exigencies of the case. 

23. At xhe date when the discontinuance of Spilie Island Prison 
was finally agreed upon the number of Convicts confined thei e, 
and for whom some other provision had then to be inmiediattn}^ 
devised, was 44S — a number since entirely absorbed, in part by 
the tran,sfer of the invalid class to Maryborough, and the working 
parties .sent, as abeady described, to certain Loc^ Prisons, but »n 
chielly by the conversion of Monntjoy Female Prison, whic 
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contains 396 cells, into a Male Prison, and the removal oi the 
Female Convicts to Grangegorman Local Prison — which has now 
been constituted an exclusively Female Prison — one side being 
appropriated to the Convict Class, and the other being stiU made 
use of as a Local Prison, for the Female commitments from the 
county and city of Dublin, iio. 

We cannot, however, too strongly urge that these arrangements 
cannot at best be regarded as supplying more than a temporary 
palliative, and that the selection of some suitable site for a pro- 
perly constructed public works prison in substitution for that of 
Spike Island, still remains- to be dealt with, as a necessity of 
the Irish prison system. 

24. The Report of 1879 of the Commissioners appointed to 
inquire into the working of the Penal Servitude Acts, amongst the 
several other important conclusions arrived at by them, recom- 
mended, it will bo observed, as follow, s, viz. : — 

“ That in crder to prevent contamination of the less hardened convicts by old and 
habitual offenders, a separate class should be formed (subject to the exceptions we have 
mentioned) of convicts againstwbom no previous conviction of any kind is known to have 
been recorded.” 

And in a preceding part of their Report — par. 79, p. 29 — ^the 
exceptions refen-ed to in this extract ai'e thus described : — 

“ Besides those whose removal nii^t be necessary on account of thdr misconduct in 
prison, or who were found to be actually exercising a pernicious influence on their 
companions, prisoners who have committed certain crimes, although not known to hnvo 
been previously convicted, would be obviously imfit to be placed in such a class. For 
example, a receiver of stolen, goods who had escaped conviction during a long career of 
crime, when at length made amenable to justice, would be the last man whom it would 
bo desirable to place in contact with the 3'oimger and less hardened offenders. Men 
guilty of unnatural crimes and indecency would also, of course, not be admitted into this 
class.” 

25. Fully appreciating the great practical value of such a 
classification as that referred to in the extracts we have quoted, 
we took the necessary steps for giving effect to the recommenda- 
tion of the Commissioners at the earliest possible period. A 
Select Class, taken from the Prisoners not previously convicted, 
was accordingly, before the close of 1880, e.stablished in the 
Mountjoy Male and Female Prisons respectively — and at Spike 
Island a similar arrangement was completed in 1882. 

There are at the present time 82 Male, and 17 Female Prisoners 
included in these Selected Classes, and no doubt can be entertained 
that the change has proved in every way a most valuable im- 
provement. 



Ill — Registeation of CaiMINALS. 

26. To the Appendix 0 to this Report we beg to refer Your 
Excellency for the usual statistical tables relating to the registra- 
tion of criminals. 

In our two last reports we took occasion to explain fully the 
circumstances under which the preparation of a complete 
“Alphabetical Register of Habitual Criminals” had been 
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undertaken and concluded under our direction, and we at the same 
time described the steps we had taken for the purpose of practi- 
cally utilizing the compilation by the extensive circulation of it 
amongst the proper authorities, both in Ireland and Great Britain. 

27. We have referred in previous reports to the great reduction Numu™ 
in the number of habitual criminals annually registered and photo- 
gi-aphcd, which had been effected since 1876, by the operation of the 
“ Prevention of Crimes Act A mendment Act " of that year —39 & 

40 V., c. 23, — and it will be seen from the subjoined table that a 
still further tendency in this direction is indicated by the return 
for the last year, viz. : —

IV. — Departmental Arrangements. 

28. We have no departmental changes to report during the 
past year. 

The services of our architect, referred to in our last report, have Arcliteit. 
been temporarily continued to us. The question of hit permanent 
retention, as recommended b3’’ us, as well as several kindred ques- 
tions affecting the staff an’angements of some of o>ir local prisons, T.ocal Prison 
have been deferred by the Government pending the result of the 
inquu-y of the Royal Commissioners. 

29. But though, as just stated, we have this year no change to Belnoilon of 
record in the ordinary arrangements of our Head Office, several 

very important reductions and transfers, &c., have recently been stair, s-c.,&c. 
effected by us amongst the staff both of our Convict and Local 
Prison Officers, following on the discontinuance of the establish- 
ment at Spike Island, and the consequent redistribution of the 
prison population which that proceeding necessarily and in 
several directions involved. 

SO. These changes have been now, we are glad to be in a position 
to report, finally completed. They were only decided upon by 
us after the fullest and most careful consideration, and were made, 
in every instance, in the strictest conformity with what a due 
regard for the interest of the public service seemed to us to 
suggest.

For the purposes of this rule, a prisoner in custody under sentences for 
conseentive terms of imprisonment which in the aggregate exceed one 
month shall be considered as a prisoner whose sentence exceeds one 
month. 
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II. Addendum to Rule 38 j 



The word “ sentence ” in this rule includes the period, or the aggregate of 
the periods, during which a male prisoner above 16 years of age sen- 
tenced to hard labour is to be retained in custody, whether under one, 
or more than one, committal. 

III. Dietaries for Local I’risons ; 

The word “ term ” in schedule in “ Rules for the Dietaries of Local Prisons 
in Ireland ’’ shall include the period, or aggregate of the periods, during 
which a convicted prisoner is to be retained in custody, whether under 
one, or more than one, committal. 



The foregoing rules shall apply to the prisoners confined in everj' ordinary 
prison, anil shall coinc into, operation upon tlie expiration of forty days after 
the same, liaviiig been settled and approved by the Lord Lieutenant, or Lords 
Justices and Privy Council, shall Irave been laid before Parliament.

Wk, the Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland, by and 
with the advice of the Privy Council in Ireland, in purstmnee and by vhtue of

Section 4. 

Governors of Prisons to transmit Pr isoners. 

Ill every case in which an Order is made under The Act, clause 6, on the 
application of the Attorney-General, directing the trial in the county named in 
such Order of a prisoner who is in custody in a prison other than the prison of 
or for the county in which the tilal is to take place, the Governor of the first- 
mentioned prison shall, three days before the nay on v/hich the Assizes at which 
tlio prisoner is to he tiled are appointed to be held, send without any writ of 
Habeas Corpus, such prisonei* to the prison of or for the county in which the 
trial is to tjiJce place, for the purposes of his trial, and shall take all proper 
^teps for his transmission to the last-mentioned prison and his niaintenunce by 
the way ; and such prisoner while so being conveyed by the Governor or Ins 
assistants to the secondly-mentioned prison shall be in the proper and legal 
custody of such Governor, and the Governor of the secondly-mentioned prison 
shall receive the prisoner into his charge and custody on arrival, and shall keep 
and maintain him in. that prison until he is either ordered to be discharged or 
remanded by proper authority, or until Jie shall have been tried and sentenced, 
and proper arrangements have been made for liis being sent back to the prison 
to which ho would have been remitted Lad be been tried at the Assizes in the 
county where but for the aforesaid Order under the Act, he would have been 
tried ; and if such prisoner is ordered to be conveyed back to the first-mentioned 
prison, the Governor of that prison, or one or more of his assistants, shall attend 
and receive and convey the prisoner, and while so being conveyed, the prisoner 
shall be in the proper and legal custody of the Governor of the prison to which 
be is so being conveyed. 



Section J, 

Payment of B^emes of r&inovcd of Accused, i'c. 

In every case in which an Order is made under The Act, clause 6, on the 
application of the Attorney-General, directing a trial of any prisoner in the 
county named in such Order, the expenses of and incidental to the removal of 
the prisoner from a prison in which, when the Order is made, he is confined to 
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any other prison, for the purposes of his trial, and of his maintenance in the 
last-mentioned prison, and of his removal after trial from that to any other 
prison, shall be paid by the Grand Jury of the county in which the first- 
mentioned prison is atuated, and charged upon the county in which that prison 
is situated, as if the same were expenses duly incurred and certified within the 
meaning of the 4th section of an Act passed in the Session of Parliament held 
in the 14th and 15th years of the reign of Her present Majesty, chapter 85, as 
amended by “The General Prisons (Ireland) Act, 1877,” and any difference 
between the prison authorities as to the liability to or amount of such expenses 
shall be determined by the Chief Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant for the time 
being, and bis decision shall be final.

JDvMes of Officers, <kc. 

Every Justice of the Peace, Coroner, Clerk of the Crown, Clerk of the 
Peace, Clerk of Petty Sessions, Bailiff, GoTCrnor of any of Her Majesty’s 
Prisons, Constable, Officer, and person having authority and being under an 
obligation to attend the assizes to be hdd in any county othei' than the county 
in which the trial shall, under The Act, clause 6, on the application of the 
Attorney- General be ordei’ed to take place, or to certify, transmit, or deliver to 
the Court of Assize, or the proper officer thereof, any indictment, inquisition, 
recognizance, examination, deposition or document, shall have the same 
authority and be under the same obligation to attend at the place where the 
trial is, under The Act, ordered to take place as aforesaid, and to certify, 
transmit, and deliver to the Clerk of the Crown for the county in ^vhich the 
trial is ordered to take place as aforesaid, every such indictment, inquisition, 
recognizance, examination, deposition, or document.

Every sentence and punishment of a prisoner convicted in a county in 
whicli, on the application of the Attorney-General, a trial is ordered under 
7'he Act, clause 6, to take place, shall be carried into effect by the Sheriff, 
officers, and persons of the county, in which the trial would, but for such order, 
liave taken place, in the same manner in all respects as if the prisoner had been 
tried and convicted in. the last-mentioned county.

In accordance with the request of tlie Secretary of State for War, the 
General Prisons Board have to desire that the following arrangements 
to enable men of the 1 st Class Ai’my Reserve, relegated to the Reserve 
c>n discliarge from Ci\*il Prisons in Ireland after improper enlistment, 
to reach the District in which they intend to reside, may be carefully 
carried out in the cases of such men : — 

1. When a man of the 1st Class Army Reserve is committed to Civil 
Prison, to undergo a sentence of imprisonment, and ordered, .at tho 
expiration of his sentence, to be relegated to the Reserve, the Officer 
commanding the Corps in which the man is serving at the time, will 
inform the Governor of the Prison of the Corps in which the man 
served previously to transfer to the Reserve, and the District frem 
wliich he deserted. 
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2. On tlie termination of tlie man’s period of imprisonment, the 
Governor will advance to him, for Subsistence and Travelling Expenses, 
such sum, in cmh, not exceeding £1, as may he neceasaiy to enable him 
to reach the Dmtrict in which he intends to reside. 

3. A suit of i)lain clothes will, if necessary, be issued to the man by 
the Governor of the Prison. This suit may be purchased locally by the 
Governor of the Prison, at a cost (repayable) not exceeding 12s., or can 
bo obtained from the Director of Clothing, Eoyal Army Clothing Depot, 
Pimlico, London. Demands for suits of plain clothes upon the Director 
of Clothing should be' made one month befoi'e the Prisoner’s discharge, 
and shoTild show the articles required, and the date of discharge of each 
soldior, and be accompanied by size rolls. 

4:. The amount advanced in cash, together with the value (repayable) 
of the clothing purchased locally, is to be immediately reported to the 
Dndei’-Socrebary of State for War, War Office, Pall Mall, London, 
together with the following particulars : — 

(a.) The Corps in which the man was serving when committed to 
Prison, and the name under which he was serving. 

(b.) The Corps in which he served previously to transfer to the 
Reserve, and the name under which he served in that Corps, 
(c.) The District fi’om which he deserted. 

(d.) The District to which ho intends to proceed. 



Steps will then be taken by the War Office to recovei-, by stoppages 
from tJie man’s Reserve pay, tlie amount wliich has been advanced to 
him. If no clothing is supplied to the man, or if the suit supplied is 
obtained from the Director of Clothing, a statement to that effect should 
be made on the report. 

5. The amount advanced to the man, and the value (not exceeding 
12s.) of tlie suit of plain clothes purchased locally, will be repaid to the 
Governor of the Prison by the District Paymaster at either. Dublin, 
Cork, or Belfast, according to the District in which the Prison is situated, 
on production of the man’s receipt (on Eorm 14) for the advance, and 
the receipted bill for the clothing purchased. The receipt of the man 
should be dated, and should state the District to which he intends to

“Ill order that proper arrangements may in future be made for the safe 
custody ofprisoiiers, when a Change of Venue under Section 6 of the Prevention 
of Crimes Act has been decided on, liis Excellency desires that tho following 
instructions may be observed : 

“ I. When the Governor of the Prison from which prisoners are to be removed 
receives information of the change of Venue, he shall : — 

(a.) Enquire from the General Prisons Board the name of the Prison to 
wliich the prisoners are to be sent. 

(&.) AppV to the County Inspector for a suflicient escort. The County 
Inspector will, if necessary, consult the Inspector-General as to the 
strength of the escort. 

“ II. On receipt of communication from the Governor of the Prison, the 
General Prisons Board will report to the Lord Lieutenant tho name of the 
Local Prison to which they recommend that the prisoners should be transfeiTcd, 
and also state, if necessary, any special reason they may have for thinking that 
the prisoners should be detained in some Prison other than the Local Prison, 
under the warrant of the Lord Lieutenant. 

“III. The Governor of a Prison on receipt of an intimation that certain 
prisoners are to be transferred to his custody for trial on change of Venue, 
shall at once report to tho General Prisons Board as to whether, in his opinion, 
it will be necessary to place a special guard over the Prison during the temporary 
detention of the class of prisoners in question.

The number of months remission which still remains unforfeited by 
the convict at the time of hia being placed under xhe new system of 
classification is to be calculated in the usual way (any exceptional 
cases of males and all cases of females to be referred Lo the 
Board for instructions). This period is then to be deducted from the 
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portion of tlie convict’s sentence remaining xiiiexpii*ed at the time of 
his being placed under the new system. Th.e difference between, these 
two pei-iods being reduced to days, and the number of days being multi- 
plied by 8 (in the case of females by 6), will give the number of marks 
which the convict must earn before release on licence, which number is 
to be placed at the head of his card. If, therefore, the convict thence- 
fortli earns the full number of marks, daily* he will lose none of the 
remission standing to his credit at the time of his being placed under 
the new system of classiJication. 

This rules applies to the cases of convicts who have already been 
plAced under the new system of classification.

1. Any convict whose misconduct, after rcmovnl to a Public Works Prison, 
proves that he has not profited by the discipline lie has previousl}’ iindergone, 
and shows that his character is such as to oxerciso a pernicious infinence on 
other prisoners, may, besides any punishment io which he may be sentenced 
for any special offence, be ordei'ed by the General Prisons Board to undergo a 
second period of probation, not exceeding nine montlis, and generally not less 
than six months, which period may be shortened under the operation of the 
mark system. 

2. Convicts ordered to undergo second probation are to be located in a part 
of the prison assigned for tiu!. purpose, where tlioy will be kept altogether 
separate from the general body of prisoners, and treated like prisoners under- 
going in separate confinement, the first portion of the probation class, except 
that they will continue to earn marks at the usual rate. 

.‘L Such convicts, after passing through this stage of separate confinement, will 
notretunj to work among the general body of prisoners, but will, as a measure of 
prevention, but not as a punishment, continue to be kept apart from them, and 
ne employed in separate working parties until there is reason to think that they 
will no longer exercise a bad influence among the others. They will have 
the same opportunities ns other convicts of earning the highest number of marks.. 

4. In such working parties may, as a measure of prevention, be placed 
prisoners, who, without themselves incurring punishment, are yet known to 
exercise a bad influence over other prisoners.

Treammj Minute, dated 2nrf May, 1867, cautioning Civil Servants 
against use of, for obtaining increase of Salary, Sc. 

Mt Lords have observed with much regret a gi’owing practice on the part of 
gentlemen employed in the public service, to endeavour to influence this Board 
to accede to their applications for increase of salary or additionjil retiring 
{dlowance, by means of the private solicitation of Members of Parliament and 
other persons of political influence. 

It is the duty as well as the wish of their Lordsliips to give the most careful 
consideration to every representation made to them in the recognised way on 
behalf of any pubhc servant (whatever bo his social status or his official rank), 
with regard to his position, salary, and prospects of promotion, and also with 
regard to the amoimt of Lis retiring mlowance on his quitting the puhli(5 
service. 

It is the practice of their Lordships to consider questions of salary with 
reference to the duties and ixjspousibilities of the individual or class whose case 
is brought before them, imd to decide \ipon them after communication with the 
heads of the departments concerned. 

In fixing the amount of the retiring allowance in those cases wliei'e tlie 
Legislature has left them a disevetion, my Lords are in the habit of proceeding 
upon certain principles which they have prcsci’ibed for themselves, and within 
the limit of those principles they endeavour to deal with each case impai’tially 
upon its merits. 

U appeal’s lo their T.ordships tliat any attempt on the part of an ofliccr to 
approacli them on theso matters through the private intercc.s3ion of persons 
unconnected with his department, is virtually imputing to this Boai’d either 
that it i.s likely to turn a de.'if car to a reasonable application, unless supported 
by political influence, or that it may be induced to accede to an unreasonable 
application if such influence be brought to bear upon it. 

hly Lords disclaim either alternative, and in order to prevent for the future 
.any misapprehension upon this subject, they wish it to be understood by every 
public otlicer that any attempt made by him to obtain the sanction of this 
Board to Ins api>licatioii by any such solicitation as is hereinbefore referred to 
will be treated by them a.s an .admission on the part of such officer that his 
case is not good upon its mei-its, and such application will be de.ait with by 
their Lordships accordingly.

Mat-maldng. The act profit on sales only is shown, no credit in this respect 
being taken for manufactured stock on hand. 

Linen-weaving has not proved profitable. This is oiring chiefly to causes 
which alTect the trade generally. 

Oar[iet cleaning still continues the most profitable industrial labour at thisprison. 

Shirt and drawers making for public has been further extended. The work 
has been so arranged as to afford instruction. to those requiring it ; while the 
more proficient are employed at finishing. This industry has the advantage of 
placing within tlie power of many of the female prisoners the means of earning 
an honest livelihood. 

Stone-breaking shows a considerable increase in profit over former years, 
aeconnted for by somewhat better terais having been made and large delivoi’ies.

llrewood manufucture, owing to withdrawal of. orders froni Public Depart- 
ments, has almost ceased. This is to be regretted, as it was ’both a profitable 
and desirable class of labour. 

Such skilled labour as the prison afforded has been largely utilized in general 
repairs. Aforge, and office in central hall have been erected. Disused part of 
laundry has been converted into reception and bath rooms for female prisonci*s.

Sir, — I have tlie honour to submit the annual report on the state of 03ar's 
health of the officers and prisoners, as well os the usu^ medical statistics 
for the year ending 31st March, 1883. 

Thii’ty-seven officei’s were on the sick list at intervals during the year, 
and three were discliarged on the ground of ill-health. 

Of the forty-six piisoners admitted to hospital the cases were not of 
a veiy grave character with one exception which terminated fiitally 
from pulmonary consumption. 

Seven prisoners from the Lusk establishment were treated in hospital, 
but they are not included in the medical statistics. 

Three cases of mania occurred, which were sent to the Central 
Asylum. 

I am happy to say there has not been any outbreak of infectious or 
contagious disease during the year. 

I have to acknowledge the prompt and efficient aid rendei'ed to me by 
all the officers in the execution of my duties.

Catholic faith, and most iirmly believe the great truths of rclio-ion, 
death, judgment, eternal happiness, and eternal misery in the next 
world. I do not remember meeting any prisoner, whose faith had not Re^rt. 
been tampered with, whom I believed absolutely incorrigible. I am 
persuaded that a fairly good, I will not say the beat, prison system, 
worked by men really qualified to work it, pmdent, patient, kind, having 
sympathy with the prisoners under them, and firm when nece.ssary, 
would be successful in reforming no small number of those who are 
imprisoned. V ery much for good or evil depends upon the men selected 
and employed in working the prison machinery. With them it i*est, in 
a great measure, to j^revent prison offences and prison crimes, or to 
create and nurture them. 

I have no doubt whatever that the best pei^ons to be employed in 
disposing R.O. prisoners for moral reformation ai'o fit and proper 
R.C. officers. The constant and close relations existing between E-.C. 
prisoners and wardei-s of a different persuasion is calculated, more or 
less, to induce a certain indifference to all religion, and so far tends to 
destroy or weaken the hope of moral improvement. 

In making these observations I have in view, solely, the general good ; 
private interests are of veiy little impoiiance compared with the interest 
the State has in the reclamation of its criminal population. 

I beg to express my gi’ateful sense of the ready and obliging manner 
and willing services which I experienced from all tlie officials of the 
Prison, and to add, in conclusion, that evei-y facility was given me in 
the exercise of my ministry during the year.

Mountjoy Female Convict Prison, 
April,1883. 

Sir, ^Thcre have boen during the past year, and are at present, but 
three Presbyterian convicts in this prison. 

Their conduct has been unexcep'tionably all that could be desired. 
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They have^ closely attended to my weekly ministrations ; and I have 
reason to believe have in measure profited by cellular visitations whicli 
are paid every Tuesday, and to tlie religious instvuotiou given in the 
class generally on Thiu’sdays. 

All the duties of tbe chaplaincy have been regularly performed during 
the year, either by myself, or, in my unavoidable absence, by one of the 
ministers authorized by the Boai’d. 

I have nothing of a special nature to report. As usual I have re- 
ceived all the attention from the matrons of the prison, so necessary, 
and so helpful to one in the satisfactory discharge of bia duties.

GOVERNORS REPORT. 

Spike Island Government Piison, 
May, 1883. 

Sir, — I have the honom* to submit my Annual Report for the year 
ended 31st March, 1883. 

The conduct of the subordinate officers has been generally satisfac- 
toiy. Any reports involving serious neglect or mattention to strict 
discipline were referred to and dealt with by your Board, wliile minor 
offences were disposed of in accordance with the approved scale of tines. 
Several transfers, both to and from local gaols, were made diu’iug the 
year, and six resigned the service. 

No change took place in the employment of the prisoners, and tlie 
usual daily routine has been strictly adhered to. All jDrisoners available 
for the public works were regularly employed on the Dock labour at 
Haulbowline. The Ordnance Department had also a party of ten pri- 
soners daily employed. The several trades were carried on as usual, 
both at Haulbowliixe and Spike Island, according to the i*equu-ements 
of the I’espective departments. About fifty prisonei's were also employed 
by the Royal Engineer Department on Spike Island. 

I regret having to state that some disturbances occurred on the works 
at Haulbowline on the 27tli and 31st January last. That of the 27th 
was in no way premeditated or conceriied, but arose simply out of a 
%ht between two prisoners, and on the warders interfering to stop it 
they were set upon, both by tbe men actually fighting and some of their 
friends, all of whom were very badly conducted prisoners geneitiUy, 
and who had only recently been sent on the public works, as having no 
other way or means of employing them. The Deputy Governor, who 
was present at the time, seeing the few warders likely to be roughly 
handled, called on the assistance of the police and military forming the 
guard, thinking this would deter any further resoi’t to i*esistance ; but, 
in place of having the desired effect, their presence became the signal 
for others to join in the disturbance, and thus for a tunc thci*c was .a

good deal of insul^ordination and \doleiice among a portion of tlie pri- 
soners employed in the Dock basin, but in wliicli tbe stonecutters or 
other tradesmen present did not join, and the only person injured on 
either side was the head-constable of police, wJio got a cut on the head 
with a shovel. The occurrence of the 31st January was an outcome of 
that of the 27th, being a case of insubordination at the dinner hour by 
a considerable nuiuber of the prisouei-s refusing to tsike their dinner 
milk on the ground that it was bad ; but no threat or violence of any 
kind was offered on this occjasion. It was, howevei', to some extent 
preconcerted and concocted by one or two very bad piisonei‘6, who were 
on the point of going to tlieir liberty, and expected to escape the conse- 
quences ; the ohj ect mainly in view being to bring about a change of 
^et, and on this gromid they all the more easily gained the sympathy 
of their fellow-prisoners. The milk comjdaiued of was subsequently 
analysed by the county analyst, and certified to be good. The instiga- 
tors and principal offender’s on both occasions wei’e removed from 
association, and placed in strict probation, and six of the ringleaclei's 
received corporal punishment, Since the removal from their midst of 
the badly-disposed class, a marked change bius taken jilace in the tone 
and conduct of the prisoners generally, and none of toeni have sho^vn 
any disposition to renew the disturbance or give any trouble. This fact 
clearly demonstrates that it is very unsafe to allow very badly-conducted 
prisoners to associate witb well-di^osed on the public works. 

Some few prisoners from here, with a proportion of warders, are still 
employed on buildings and repairs at Cork and Maryborough gaols. 

Twenty-nine invalid prisoners were sent from here to Maryborough 
in the month of March, on the opening of that prison as an invalid 
dep6t. 

The returns show the number of prisoners received during the year, 
and their disposal

Eight convicts received corporal punishment. 

There was one rir.successful attempt at escape. 

Agreat loss was sustained by the death of the Rev. Dr. Collis, Protestant 
Chaplain, and he was very much regretted by officers and prisonei’s. 

In view of the eaily closing of Spike Island as a convict dep6t, it is 
unnecessary to refer to the condition of the buildings, or any other 
matter connected with the piison ari*angements. 

TJie school has been carried on as usual ; but having only one school- 
master, the teaching power is very limited. 

I have not seen or received intimation of any abuse or abuses not 
reported by me ; and I hereby certify that the rules laid down for the 
government of the prison have been complied with dui’ing the past year, 
except in such cases as have been reported to or brought under the 
notice of the Board,

Sir, — T have the honour to submit the annual report on the state of 
health of the officers and prisoners, and on the general sanitaiy 
of this prison, with the usual medical statistic.^ for the year ended 6 s 

March last. i i • j.i 

There were fifty-seven wardeis treated in liospifcal during the year, 
chiefly for ordinary ailments. No death occiured. The steward and 

H 
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one ■warder 'were discharged the service on medical grounds ; the lattei 
having been rendered liermanently nnhtted for his duties, owing to 
injiines he sustained in an assault by a convict. 

During the year there were 24G prisoners received from Moun-tjoy 
Prison, ten of whom having been foniid unfit for the ordinary labour of 
tliis prison, were jolaced at employment best suited to the conditions of 
their health. 

There -were 210 convicts admitted into liospital during the year 
principally for diseases of the respiratory and the digestive systems, 
febrile affections, wounds and contusions, rheumatism and debility. 
There were five deaths ; one from dropsy, one from gangrene of the 
Iruigs, one from pneumonia, one from liver disease, and one from old 
age and debility. 

During the year there were six convicts released from prison on 
medical grounds, three of whom were found to be delicate, and three in 
good he^th, on reception here. There were tlu-ee prisoners transferred 
to Dundmm Criminal Lunatic Asylum dining the year; in none of 
whom was there a previous history of insanity. 

The opening of Maryborough Piison for invalids relieved this ostahli'ih- 
ment of a number of delicate and ■weak-minded convicts, who -were 
aWays a source of great anxiety in this — a public "works — prison. 

nothing of particular importe,nce in a medical point of view occurred 
during the year, and I am hap]>y to be able to record, that the general 
favoui'ablo sanitary condition, of pust years, of this i)rison, has lieen 
fairly maintained. 

The governor and tiie other prison officem always afforded me active 
assistance, and promptly gave effect to any recommendations I found it 
necessary to make. Tlie Resident Apothecary performed liis dut}’’ iii 
the most satisfactory manner, and received well-merited promotion in 
being appointed Resident Medical Officer, !Maryborough Prison.

I visited (cither myself or my assistant) the Prison — both hospital 
find cells — and gave the usmU religions instructions, three times each 
week at least, and it gives me much iileasure to he able to state that I 
always found the prisonei-s most respectful and quiet in my intercourse 
with them. They wore always very ready to listeii to any advice or 
instruction I had to give, and seemed anxious to follow it. 

An addition of some useful books w:as made to the Sunday library 
early in the year 1882, which the men fully appreciated. Tn fact, from 
the anxious wish of the prisoners to have tho privilege of reading these 
books, as they are passed in by the men who have read them, I am of 
opinion that a good Simday library would be most useful as a means of 
moral and intellectual improvement among the piisouei-s. 

I have to acknowledge gratefully the kindness and consideration of 
the Governor, and all under him in the government of Spike Island, 
for affording me every facility for the discharge of my duties.

selves, to all appearance, eiumestly and piously, to receive the saemment 
of j'leiiauco and the holy enchaiist at Easter, and several have done so 
more frequently during the year. And I think it right to state that 
the pi'isoncr.3 who had been concerned in the refractory conduct which 
took place at Haiilbowline in January last have since repeatedly

I am pleased to be able to state that the moral and religious condi- 
tion of the Roman CatboUc prisoners has been, generally, satisfactory. c?a^«5»s 
The great body of them have been fevy attentive to tlieir religious li^port. 
duties, a considemblo number approaching the sacraments once a 
month. Their demeanour in the cha[)el during nias.s, prayer, and 
religious instruction, has been, as a mle, edifying. 

. I regret, however, to be compelled to repeat, what I have mentioned 
in former reports, viz, — that the evils resulting from the defective cel- 
lular construction of the prison, as well fis the want of proper classifica- 
tion, still continue. It is however, to he hojiecl that these groat 
impediments to the thorough refomation of the criminal population, 
will be soon removed, and that a happier state of things -will obtain 
elsewhere in the near future. 

I Rave, as usual, celebmted mass for the warders and prisoners 
twice a week, with few exceptions, and paid daily visits to the sick in 
hospital, and tire defaulter’s in the separate cells. 

In conclusion, I beg to say bow gi’ateful I feel lo the Governor, and 
the entire prison staff, for the cordial support and uniform coui’tesy I 
have received from them on ail occasions.

PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. Presiytc- 

Spike Island, 4th May, 1883. Chaplain's 
Sir,- — I have ike honotu’ to present to you my report for the year 
ending the 31st of March, 1883. 

As it is the last, I suppose, that I shall be called on to lay before you, 

I may be allowed to say, that the feelings of sorrow, pity, or hope, wliicli 
arose as I reported on the prisoners from, year to year, now crowd upon 
the retrospect of duties so soon to close. The side of the prisoners 
character which opens itself to the vievv of one acting in my relation 
towards them is so different from that presented to the discipline offlcei's, 
tliat the way I have spoken of them may appear more professional tluui 
just. But the view of them my calling leads me to take, is a true one 
in itself, and I know instances in wliich it did not mislead me. I liad 
a letter not long ago from a foimcr prisoner, who Is now filling a very 
I'espectable situation in England, and leading a Christian life, and he 
said to me, that it wa.s well for him he had been in bpike Island. ^ 

That the authorities sliare in tliis liigher \dew of tlie question, i-s 
evinced by tbe regulations tliey fi’om time to time make, such as the segi o- 
gation of prisoners for first offences, from the more hardened ciamuials. 

I hope the day will come, when they will see their way to having 
warders trained from youth for the discharge of their iinjiortant duties, 
just as nurses are now trained for hospitals. There are, I beuei e, 
warders who have a gift for managing prisouei’s in such ^ 
them good, as there have ahvays been women who had a gift for tending 
the sick and woimded. What was riie gift of one woman is now matle 
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Spike ■ the accomplisliment of a liiuiclred. The same might be done with 

Island -carders. 

PaiS? Among the prisoners under my charge nothing has occurred durmg 

’ the bygone year worthy of a place in this report. I have regularly 

Presbyie- fuifUetl my drities to them. There have been very few of them side, 
^CfMplain’s and, with one exception, I think their prison conduct has been good. 
JiaporL 1 look back over iny twenty yeare of service in Spike Island with a 
grateful memory of the kindness I have received from the Governor in 
all our intercourse, the amity and good feeling shown to me by those of 
a like vocation to my own,' and the co-operation and ready aid afforded 
mo by the other officers of every imdc. 

Whatever may be the remaining days given me on earth, I shall ever 
remember my residence in Queenstown, and my duties in tho Island, iis 
covering the happiest portion of the happiest part of my life.

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4.— LUSK CONVICT PRISON. 

SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT. 

Lusk Con'nct Prison, May, 1883. 

Sib, — I beg to submit my annual report on tho Lusk Convict Prison 
for the year ending 31st March, 1883. 

The duties of the prison and farm havo been perform ed same ns on 
former years. Two of the officers have been removed to Mouutjoy 
Male Prison for temporary duty — this is tho only change on the staft’. 
On the 1st April, 1882, in castody at Lusk *29 convicts ; received 
during tlio year, 47 convicts, making a total of 76 in full. They have 
been disposed of : — ^released on licence, 51 • removed to Mountjoy Prison 
Hospital, 2 ; removed to Mouutjoy for misconduct, 1 ; removed to 
Mountjoy for mason work, 1 ; removed to Mountjoy for attempting t-o 
escape, 1; remaining in custody, 31st Mai'ch, 1883, 20. The daily 
avemge mimber in custody, 24-7. Tlie employment of the convicts at 
fannwork has been useful, and to improve them. The new stables have 
been slated and fitted up, and Imilding kept in good repair. Some very 
handy men at mason and slating, were recoived during the year, and tlic 
conduct and industi 7 Sood. One attempted to aloscond, but 

was overtaken and brought back, being only a short time absent; he w«t,r 
only received here the day before. One was removed to Mountjoy Male 
Prison for alight misconduct. It is satisfactory to be able to report that 
fully two-thirds of the released convicts havo sought new fields of 
employment, lea'ving had homes and companions. This is a good step in 
then’ effort to do well, and is both hopefid and encouraging. The 
chaplains have used their influence to good advantage, and tlie Piisonoi's’ 
Aid Society lias in some few cases assisted the men after release. Tho 
medical officer, assisted by Dr. Davys, have attended the sick, and the 
school instructor has attended the men at school each evening, and ho 
reports fair progress. 

Mr. Doody, the agent for released con'victs, has done all he could in 
making aiTangcment and finding out employers for tho released men. 

It is only just to staLc that tlio officers have done theii* best in striving 
to get the works on the farm done, and have worked well themselves 
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to oiicourage tlio small number hero tlirougli a very wet and severe 
season. The usual stirtistias are aimexed. I certify tliat tlie ndes Iiave 
been com])lied ■with to the best of ray ability, and any uifiingmeut that 
came to ray knowledge repoiiicd.

Tiie returns in connexion witli the Annual Report for the year ended 
31st Marcli, 1883, called for by Memo, of tke 27lli ultimo, are forwarded 
berewith. 

With reference to the return of punishments on Form No. 1, I beg 
to explain that the total number of punishments is 318 less than the 
number of offences, the difference being made up of 233 cases that were 
dealt with by stoppage of marks or suspension of classification only, 68 
by admonitions, 15 by the forfeiture of a portion of their gratuity, and 
2 by the civil power. 

Of the 329 mdividual prisoners shown as punished, many were 
punished several times during the year. 

All dietaiy punishments at Spike Island, except stoppage of supper, 
of which there were 40 oases during the year, have been carried out in 
the punishment cells; the 116 cases entered under heading, “Punish- 
ment Cells,” comprise 108 who were placed in dark refractory cells at 
Spike Island Prison, 7 at Cork, and 1 at Maryboro’ Prisons. 

There were only 224 cases of deprivation of marks where no other 
punishment was ordered, and the remainder of the 467 cases of depriva- 
tion of marks shown were in addition to the dietary pimisliment. 

Sixty-four of the 976 offences were commited at Cork and Maiyboro' 
Prisons.
